_ My efforts for the rescue and reform of fallen women in 
the United States have been, I think, more extensive than those 
of any other woman in the country, and in my work among 

Aig those women I have had frequent occasions to see the shocking 

ee results of the immorality of the Chinamen who come to this 
country, very few of them who bring their wives, and who prey 
upon white girls 

“The Chinese are like a sponge; they absorb and give 
nothing in return but bad odors and worse morals. They are 
a standing menace to the women of this country. Their very 

~~ presence is contaminating. They have sown the seed of vice in 
every city, town and hamlet in the United States. They en- 
. courage, aid and abet the youth of the land to become opium 
fiends, for from the sale of opium is their greatest revenue de- 
rived. Through the introduction of,:importing and experi- 
menting in cheap labor of the Chinese, a result is that our in- 
sane asylums are full to overflowing and Americans are fast 
becoming addicted to the use of opium. 

-“In my investigations as president of the Woman’s 
Rescue League, which is a branch of the Woman’s National 
Industrial League, I found 175 women who had been baptized 
in the Christian faith living with Chinamen in New York, in 
1892. The women bring young pagans into the world and with 
their so-called husbands worship in joss-houses and become 
disciples of Confucius as well as opium fiends. 

“Furthermore, 99 out of every 100 Chinese are gam- 
blers, and this undesirable class come into direct competition 
with women who are breadwinners. The beastly and immoral 
lives that these Mongolians lead is only too well known in the 
police courts of our large cities, where patrol wagons filled with 

_. Chinese gamblers and Sunday school scholars—every Monday 
morning—goes to prove, as an object lesson, that they can 

never be ‘Christianized.’ 2 

_ During the year 1889 in Washington, D. C., 564 Chinese 

were arrested, the majority of whom were members of the 

.i.... Metropolitan Church Sunday School. Men and women, pipes 

and opium-joint paraphernalia were brought into the police 
court. The very worst of gamblers and most immoral opium- 
joint keepers were so-called Sunday school Chinese pupils. I 
was interested in having these Chinese ‘Christians’ raided, 
because of their contaminating young children, and the result 

was published in the newspapers at that time. 
“In Boston, June 23, 1894, 15,000 unfortunate girls 

-_- were turned loose to forage upon the community, because of a 

- moral crusade inaugurated against vice. What was the result? 

_ American-born, educated girls, became the mistresses of the 

Chinese ot Boston. The tenderloin floating population was 
soon after transferred to Chinatown, and the Chinese were 

- allowed to go into the business of keeping houses of ill-repute, 

and engaged extensively in this illicit traffic. This in puritan- 
ical Boston, where educated, American-born white slaves were 
bought and sold for as low as $2.00 per head, while Chinese 
women were prized at $1,500 to $3,000 each. The Chinese, with 
few exceptions, do not bring their wives and children to this 
country, therefore they prey upon American girls because they 
can be procured so much cheaper. 

“It is time Christian women began missionary work in 
our big cities. The heathen are making more converts to Con- 
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fucius than the missionaries are making converts to Christian- 
ity. Therefore it would be well to keep the-missionaries home 
and help save the bodies as well as the souls of our girls.” 

Much of the above testimony of Mrs. Smith applies to 
conditions in the Eastern states where the Asiatics are not 
nearly so numerous as in the Pacific Slope States where, as we 
are told, conditions are proportionately worse. But it is spread- 
ing and growing worse all over the country. Unless some 
drastic legislation is enacted at once, the condition in the 
Eastern states will be as bad as in California, which is simply 
unbearable, and all the great states west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains will be overrun and controlled by Asiatics.

national affairs. 


Politics has become the business of the few, and our 
government which was intended to be a national government 
is run largely in the interests of a class, and it is the wild striv- 
ing of this class to acquire wealth no matter how, even to the 
plunging of the nation in the abyssal depths of starvation,

The person who can use a jackknife as well as

The cover can be cut into pieces which can 
be used to divide the box into three parts, 
when glued into place. Small boxes for 
drawers can be procured at a dry goods store 
or made, but in either case care should be taken 
to have them fit nicely before the covering 18 
attempted. é 3 

For this one can use any suitable material, 
not too bulky. If it has to be purchased, how- 
ever, cretonne or satin will be found most 
satisfactory. - 

Cut strips for the sides first leaving ample 
margins which are turned over the edges and 
glued into place. Next put narrow pieces 
over the front, top, bottom and two partitions 
between the drawers. Then finish the bottom 
and back with paper, pasted down. For the 
top cut a piece of pasteboard, a quarter inch 
‘Jarger all around, pad slightly, cover smoothly 
and glue into place putting it under a weight 
until dry. - 

The boxes which form the drawers can be 
neatly covered with one strip, cut long — 
to go around and wide enough to cover the 
top and bottom edges well.

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To make a round work box one will need 
two circles of pasteboard each six inches in 
diameter and a strip three and one half inches 
wide by twenty-one inches long. One half 


yard of cretonne, athird yard of cambric and

one yard of silk cord or ribbon for drawing up. 
Lay one.of the pasteboard circles on a piece of 
the cretonne and on the wrong side draw all 
around it with pencil, then cut the cretonne 
one half inch larger than the circle drawn. 

To this sew all around on the pencil mark a 
strip of cretonne ten and one half inches in 
width and the required length after which 
seam up the side, turn down an inch and a 
half at top and run two rows of stitching to 
form the running. 

This makes a bag with a circular bottom, 
fit in one of the pasteboards and with a little 
glue stick the raw edges down, to hold in 
place. Now cover the strip of pasteboard on 
one side with the cambric, turn over the top 
edge and glue down. The other edge which 
should be about an inch wider than the paste- 
board can be tacked in place with strong 
thread. Fit this strip into the bag, putting 
the uncovered side towards the cretonne and 
making the circle just as large as possible, hold 
in place; take out and sew firmly into position, 
then fit again into place and catch here and 
there with a stitch to the bag to hold it down, 
Flatten out the raw edge on the bottom of the 
inside and glue down. 

Cover both sides of the other circle with the 
cambric, padding one side a little with cotton 
and sprinkling with sachet powder. Overcast 
the edges, fit into the bottom and your bag 
which will be neat in appearance both inside 
and out, is finished. 


If one wants-to give a little more elaborate ™%& 


present of this sort a box could be fitted u 
similar to the square work box with suc 
necessary articles as pins, needles, emery, darn- 
ing egg, stiletto, scissors, etc. 

To make a square work box, as it is hard to 
get pasteboard of just the right stiffness,—as 
the corners have to be cut only half way 
through,—it will be better to use a pasteboard 
box for the foundation. 

Cover the sides of this with cretonne, gluing 
all edges neatly and securely in place. Then on 
the center of one side place a narrow fold, 
catching it into four partitions with French 
knots, as this will be handy to stick many 
small articles into. To the second side add 
heart-shaped leaves of white flannel, tied in 
place with ribbon, for needles, to the third 
glue a small cushion covered with the same 
material and on the front might be worked 
out a monogram in fancy headed pins, 

Cover the bottom with a square of good 
paper and finish the@nside of the box in the 
same way. While this is drying the bag can 
be made. For it will be needed a square of 

asteboard which will fit into the box snugly.

inch of cretonne and. glue down, let this 
thoroughly dry, then cover the whole inside 
bottom of the box with glue, the bag 
into place, tying it into the corners of the box 
with silk. is can be done from the inside 
and then the ends cut close. 


Gourd Pin Cushion 


Gourds are very easily grown and they can 
be utilized for making many attractive little 
articles such as hair See» 
receivers; bon-bon ty, 
boxes, pin cushions, 
etc. 

The egg gourds are 

rhaps best suited 
or the last named ar- 
ticle. Cut an oval 
piece out of the side, 
when the gourd is 
green, and then with 
an awl or small-blad- 
ed knife make a hole 
in each end just a lit- 
tle below the opening. 

Paint outside any 
color desired with 
tube paints and sprin- 
kle over with dia- 
mond dust, or gold or % 
green flitters. t dry 
and then tie baby rib- 
bon in either end, 
through the holes, to 
hang up by. Make an oblong cushion of 
scraps of silk or anything you desire, fill with 
wool, push down in opening in gourd and you 
pete a very dainty little article for a Christmas 
gift.

A Spool Rack 


This little rack is unique and certainly would 
please anyone who likes to have a place for 
everything and everything in its place.

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Hands get stiff early in life, and the knuckles 
become ugly and prominent. Exercise prevents 
the hands from becoming thus knotted and dis- 
agreeable looking. 

Besides being given exercise, bony knuckles 
need to be fed, so take a little skin food and 
massage along the line of the knuckles.

Questions and Answers 
Red Asters.—The Resorcin tonie for falling hair 
is not injurious if put up correctly. Dampen your 
fingers with the liquid and rub on scalp. Yes, you 
can use. the Amdle Root Shampoo every eight or more 
days, and the Resorcin tonic in between. Be sure to 
remember that massage is important. 

A Missourian.—The only thing you can do is to wait 
until the bair regains its original color, which will 
be. within a few weeks.

Worried.—Yes, excessive worrying will most 
eertainly react on the scalp and cause the hair to 
fall. As you’have massaged and used tonics, perhaps 


this trouble is caused by poor health. You can’t 
have beautiful hair unless you are’ strong and 
healthy. Get yourself well nourished and once a month 


rub a teaspoonful of kerosene into your scalp. This 
is fine-for the hair and-.the odor does not last long 
if you sit in a breeze for thirty or forty minutes. 

Miss Molly.—You can bleach your hair by applying 
peroxide of hydrogen to the hair with a toothbrush. 
First shampoo and dry. the hair, then apply the 
bleach.

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Timely Suggestions 


HERE are some important points of 

general management which should re- 

ceive attention right now,.on all poul- 

try plants, and the general farmer 

who keeps hens can’t afford to neglect 

them if he is going to make his chick- 
ens pay. . First, the ground on which poultry 
is being kept becomes so impregnated with am- 
monia from the droppings that it is unwholesome, 
and is often the unsuspected cause of epidemics 
which puzzle the unfortunate owner. Gapes rare- 
ly, if ever, attagk chickens the first year on a 
poultry farm. Tapeworm and other worms, 
which are the real cause of blackhead, also orig- 
inate on much-used ground. On farms where 
only a few birds are raised each season, and the 
coops kept in the same place, year after year, 
fowls often suffer seriously with gapes. In fact, 
it is quite common. to hear people say what 
good luck they had the first year, when the real 
truth is that “luck” was nothing more than the 
unsoiled condition of the ground and houses. I 
said it was not always possible nor practicable 
to move chicken-houses to new positions, but 
there should be two yards to each house, so that 
they can be used alternately, for then each can 
be thoroughly purified each year. Our plan is 
to scatter quicklime over the ground, leave it for 
twelve hours, then plow under, applying another 
dressing of lime, and twelve hours later, harrow- 
ing, after which 
the ground is 
left open to the 
weather until 
early Ss p ring, 
when rye, buck- 
wheat and rape 
are sown 
broadea st to 
furnish green 
food.

days after wes Lorn ion 
harrowing. By such means the ground is 


thoroughly sweetened, and a succession of fresh 
green food kept on hand. Such cleaning is none 
the less necessary on ground where brood coops 
are to stand the following spring. I suppose it 
is hardly necessary to warn. you against alloy7- 
ing the birds access .to the ground on which 
lime has been scattered, until it has been turned 
over. 

I uave just been looking through letters re- 
¢eivyed this month, and find that as usual in 
early fall, more than half of them contain com- 
plaints about colds, sneezing, sore_eyes, coughs, 
and unmistakable roup, so again I caution. you 
all: to’ look to the poultry-house. Draft, damp 
and dirt are at the bottom -of most of the win- 
ter troubles. You must remember that winter 
sickness amongst the hens means. sickly, weak 
chickens next spring, so go to work whilst there 
is yet time. Put a few extra windows in the 
houses, and clean those that are already there. 
Sunshine is a great factor in getting winter eggs, 
and healthy stock in future. Scratching material 
is necessary, and it is none too.soon to. store 
fallen leaves. A bagful emptied on the chicken- 
house floor on bad, snowy days, when the birds 
have to be kept in, will fill up the. egg-basket 
when eggs are worth most. fe 

Don’t keep more hens than your house will 
comfortably hold. I don’t mean in fine weather, 
when the birds only sleep in it. Calculate for 
their having to spend several days at a time 
shut up. They must have room to move about 
and scratch amongst the litter to keep healthy 
and.profitable. Better have twenty hens laying 
regularly, than fifty moping around and not lay- 
ing more than one or two eggs a week. Besides, 
if a lot of birds are crowded into a small house, 
the animal heat from their bodies raises the tem- 
perature so amazingly that they sweat under 
their heavy feathers, and when they go out into 
the cold morning air, suffer considerably. Just 
a slight cold from such a chill may develop into 
roup, and play hayoe with the whole flock, so 
watch your birds when you feed night and morn- 
ing. Don’t wait until dangerous symptoms are 
apparent before taking means to cure them. 
Two or three small coops in some sheltered place, 
and as soon as a bird is heard to cough or sneeze, 
put it into one of them. Feed lightly on bread 
which has been soaked in milk and squeezed al- 
most dry. Put a little kerosene oil into the 
drinking water; about half a teaspoonful into a 
pint is about the right proportion. Should 
there be any sign of discharge from the nostrils 
(the small holes at the base of the bill), watery 
eyes, or such evidences of disease having really 
developed, get ten cents’ worth of permanganate 
of potassium, put a thimble full into a pint 
bottle, fill up with water, and shake oecasionally 
until it is all dissolved. Dilute one tablespoonful 
with four of water, and bathe the bird’s face. 
If you have a medicine-dropper you can easily 
inject some ‘into the nostrils, and a few drops 
down the throat. Keep all suspected birds in 
quarantine until cured, for malignant roup is 
contagious, and though the birds may have only 
a common cold, it is wise to err on the side of 


safety. 
Pigeons 


Now is the time to go through the pigeon roost 
and remove old birds. An extra male will often 
break up many pairs, and the main profit is 
gained by raising winter squabs. Clean up 
thoroughiy, whitewash, and destroy old nests. 
If you don’t make it a rule to clean nest and 
nest-box, as every lot of squabs vacates them, 
you really ought to do it. Be careful of new 
grain, and don’t feed it in any quantities, if at 
ali, until it is seasoned and hardened. This 


applies to all poultry.

It was quite 
small when I first noticed it. It does not seem 


to have grown lately. 

A.—I should suppose it was a tumor or some such 
growth—probably the result of an injury. It might 
be possible to remove it, if you have any surgical 
skill and is not too near the eye, but as it has stopped 
growing. and the bird seems perfectly healthy, I 
should leave it to nature, or kill the bird unless 
she is an exceptionally good specimen. Truly I think 
the latter course the safest and best. 

Ww. K. S.—What the matter with 
Some weeks ago, one commenced to cough, 
her beak open.

A.—I think it is _ bronchitis. Give tincture of 
aconite in one-drop doses every two hours. The eas!- 
est way to administer is in pills. Remove the bird 
to a small coop, feed very scantily, so that it will 
be ready to pick up anything that is thrown to it, 
mix cornmeal with boiling water; when cool, break off 
a piece about the size of a pea, flatten out, and drop 
the aconite on to it, then roll up like a pill. Give 
every two hours for one day; then skip a day; if 


necessary, repeat. 

H. W.—What profit is there in ducklings if you feed 
equal parts of bran, middlings, cornmeal, and five per 
eent. beef-scraps? (2) When do they bring the higb- 
est price? (3) What is the best place to sell them? 
(4' What is the best way to dress them, dry-picked 
or scalded? 

A.—Ducklings are profitable if you keep good stock

B. B. X.—yYour birds are victims of dirty, drafty 
coops, or inherent roup. You best know the condit 
of the coops. If they are to blame, clean up at or 
and make them draft and damp proof. If you have 
nothing to reproach yourself with in that respect, I 
fear the case is hopeless. 

G. E. W.—We are trying to raise poultry. This 
year we had five laying hens; one of them laid two 
eggs and got sick. One morning I took it out and set 
it in the corner of the yard, where it soon jumped 
into the air and died, The rest are starting up the 
same way.

A.—lIt is not possible for me to suggest a remedy 
when you give me no clue to the disease. Corre- 
spondents should try to give me a clear description 
of the bird’s condition, and the manner of feeding 


and caring for them, otherwise it is out of my power 
to give them any assistance. 

L. H. T.—Can you tell me _ through ComrortT 
columns what is the matter with my chi-kens 
what to do for them? Three years ago I bou 
thoroughbred R. I. Reds, and disca> ted all mongrels. 
I had fairly good luck the first year, but after they 
had been used one season for breeding, they seemed 
to get foolish or fall down and turn around when ex- 
cited. Finally I got rid of those and bought thorot 
bred R. I. roosters to go with others I had rai 
For two years they seemed to do well, both lay 
and growing young. I had screenings, corn, bux 
wheat, bran mash, small vegetables, and they had the 
run of the farm. All winter they had a nice scarlet 
clover run, and they laid well all winter and early 
spring. After the clover was turned they bad lawn 
grass and plenty of grain, but the old ones com- 
menced to die, and I would lose six to eight every day. 
Some I had setting died on the nest, and some would 
lay and fall oyer dead. They were not lousy, for 
I examined house and hens. They were fat and seemed 
to be burnt up with fever. I. have known’ them to lay 
all right’ in the morning, and: before night stagger 
and fall over dead. Some had a greenish white 
discharge,. and food seemed to stay in their crops two 
days at a time. Ont of a flock-of sixty I have lost 
all but six, .and.some .of. them. have that dizziness, 
Now the young ones are dying in about the same way. 
We have cleaned their quarters’ thoroughly, have 
sprayed inside and sprinkled slacked lime ever since 
we first saw symptoms, then «given powdered .char- 
coal, and everything I know.. Have you ever heard 
of any complaint similar to this in this breed of 
chicks or is it something we have done or neglected 
to do? Please let’ me Know your opinion, I am a 
subscriber to ComrortT and take much delight in your 
page, but never s@emed to see anything that fitted 
my case. Thanking you in advance, ete. 

A.—From ‘the fact that your hens have done well 
until about two years old, I suspect that you feed 
to heavily—a fault which is rarely noticeable during 
the pullet year, for young birds are energetic and 


a 













take plenty of exercise, so are better able to digest 
food and convert it into eggs. But as birds, es- 
pecially of the heavy class, like Plymouth Rocks, get 


older, they get lazier: 
healthy. What is more, 


the hens get over-fat and un- 
ehicks hatched from eggs 
laid by over-fat hens, are invariably weak and sick- 
ly. For that reason you notice the same symptoms 
this year in your younger stock. Stop the buckwheat, 


feed mash in much smaller quantities; cover the 
floor of the poultry-house with dry leaves or cut 
straw, and then scatter dry grain on to it, instead 


of throwing down in piles, so that the birds. will be 
encouraged to scratch and take exercise. Put a tea- 
spoonful of citrate of magnesia in every quart of 
drinking water for three days, and then for about two 
weeks a little tincture of iron to tone up the system. 


P. L. J.—-Last March I bought eleven white hens. 
The lady that I got them of did not know what breed 
of chickens they were, and I am anxious to find ont, 


as they are the best layers I ever had. They lay 
two or three days and miss one day, and have laid 
this way nearly ever since I have had them. They 
have not become the least bit broody.. Their plu- 
mage is pure white. Their flesh is rather dark, their 
legs are white. They will average in weight from 
seven to eight pounds. They have large, red combs 


that turn over, but not as much as a Leghorn’s, They

LaME Foot.—I have a heavy draft mule seven 
years old, lame in his right hind foot. There is no 
Swelling é6r feyer in his foot; when he is standing 
he rests on his toe. E. N. 8. 

RePpLy.—Keep a cold wet bandage on the cords of 
hind leg from foot to hock joint when he is in the 
Stable and in one month blister the back tendons with 
cerate of cantharides, after removal of the hair, if he 
has not got over the lameness. 


WEAK BACK.—I have a mule twelve years old that 
seems to be weak in her loins; sometimes when pulling 
she will go down; she cannot step over anything very 
high. When I go to feed her in the morning she 
is usually lying down and will try to get up and 
Sometimes falls back. Mrs. 8. R. 

RepLy.—Allow her a roomy box stall when in stable 
and she may improve in time; but niedicine will do 
little good as she seems to have suffered a sprain of 
the psoas muscles underlying the spine at the loins. 
She may be given more life and strength by admin- 
istering a dram of nux vomica pi vder in whole oats 
and bran night and morning. Stop for a time if the 
medicine makes her restless or the muscles commence 
to twitch involuntarily. 


SWELLING.—I have a horse with something like a 
fistula. It has been swollen for two months. It has 
a little knot in side,-you can push it all over his 
withers. I think it was caused by a bruise. F. H. L. 

RepLty.—The small fibroid tumor should be cut out 
and at the same. time pus will be evacuated, After 
the operation syringe. out the cavity once daily with a 
hot two per cent. solution of permanganate of potash 
and then pack with oakum saturated in a mixture of 
equal parts of turpentine and raw linseed oil. 


WorMs.—I have a mare that passes Worms some- 
times, and stays in poor condition. She eats heartily, 
but does&’t seem to improve much. If I work \her 
very hard she gets so she can hardly pull the plow.

REPLY.—Havye her clipped and also have her teeth 
attended to by a veterinary dentist. In feed night and 
morning mix a tablespoonful of a mixture of equal 
parts of dried sulphate of iron, powdered nux vomica, 
gentian root and fenugreek. Contfnue for two weeks, 
then skip ten days and repeat if necessary. “Drop 
out the iron and add one part flowers. of sulphur if 
she is in foal. Feed whole oats, bran and hay, but 
no corn or grass.

REPLY.—It would be best not to use the milk. If} 
pus is present the abscess should speedily fill up and 
heal if opened and syringed out with an antiseptic 
solution and then once daily packed with oakum sat- 
urated in a mixture of equal parts of turpentine and 
raw linseed oil. But there is reason to suspect that it 
may be a cancerous tumor which will return if cut} 
out and spread throughout the body (metastatic 
tumor.) - It will be necessary to have an exami- 
nation made by a graduate veterinarian. 


Coric.—I have a mule eight years old that has 
spells like colic; he will roll and try to get on his 
back; he has them in the spring. G. W. D. 

REPLY. —Change from dry feed to grass _ probably 
causes the spells described and mule should not be 
allowed to pasture. At time of attack give one ounce 
of turpentine and half an ounce of fluid extract of | 
eannabis indica in a pint of raw linseed oil as one} 
dose. 

CHoREA.—I have a male dog about three years old 
that has a thumping on .top of his head, between ears; 
he has snapped his teeth till he has worn out part of 
them. He is a good hunting dog, especially for pole- | 
cats, and the trouble may come from skunk poison. 
He has been this way for four months. As BS Ss 

RepLy.—The disease is chorea (St. Vitus’ dance) 
and is practically incurable. Possibly he may improve 
somewhat if given twenty drops of elixir of calisaya, | 
iron and strychnine three times daily in a little water. 


LAME HOGS.—I have lame hogs. Their feet com- | 
mence swelling at the top of the hoof and it gradual- 
ly extends to the knee; they can scarcely walk.

Repy.—Rickets may be present and due to feeding | 
too much corn and allowing too little exercise. Turn 
on grass and feed limewater freely with slop of milk 
and nitrogenous foods. Do not feed corn. 

SwELLING.—I have a fine three-year-old mare that 
has something similar to a hoof boil between her front 
legs. It was somewhat calloused. We have bathed the 
place with oil of cedar and have the swollen place 
broken up and scattered. e By 

Repiy.—Give her a roomy box stall and bed it 
deeply. Rub in a little iodine ointment two or three 
times a week. If the enlargement is soft, indicat- 





ing presence of pus, it will have to be opened; other- 
wise it is of little importance. 

SeL_FisucKING cow.—I have a heifer ie sucks 
milk from her own teats. w. 


Repiy.—Take a few pickets and sharpen their ends. 
With baling wire make them into a “‘bracelet’’ to put 
on her neck with the pickets running lengthwise of 
neck so that the points will jab her when she turns 
around to get at her ndder. A halter with sharp 
nails projecting from the nose band is effective, or 
a muzzle may be used in such cases. Some people put 
red pepper on the teats. 

LAMENESS.—I have a four-year-old colt that is 
lame in her left hind leg, either in the hock or stifle. 
When she walks you do not detect any lameness, but 
when she trots it seems. severe.’ When standing she 
will rest this foot. A. H. 

RePLy.—We are unable to locate lameness without 
an examination but suspect in this case “that the 
cause may be a ringbone rather than a trouble of the 
hock or stifle. 


LocoMoTor ATAx1A.—I have a horse which is unfit 
for service on account of his inability to walk straight 
and continually stagg ering about while walking... Some- 
times he rares back and ‘‘sits down’’. He loses control 
of his hind parts. The horse is in good shape and 
very healthy otherwise.

REepLYy.—The horse apparently is afflicted with loco- 
motor ataxia, or iffeoordination of motion, due _ to

RepLy.—(1) Nothing surpasses sound, ona’ oats and 
hay for work horses but it is well to add a quart 
of dry bran twice daily, or regulate the amount of 
bran according to the state of the howels which 
should be kept active. but not loose. Do not feed 
hay at noon in hot weather. (2) Without an exami- 
nation we are unable to say What causes the lameness. 
Have a veterinarian make an examination. 


TUBERCULIN.—Please send me information of tuber- 
eculin and how to use the veterinary science to tell 
when cows have tuberculosis. A. G. 

Repiy.—The tuberculin test should be applied by a 
graduate veterinarian or other expert trained and 
nuthorized to use it. Full information as to use of the 
test for the detection of tuberculosis in your state may 
ve had by applying to the state veterinarian or the 
veterinarian of the agricultural experiment station at 
Ames, lowa. 


Firs.—I have a cow that takes some kind of spasms 
or fits, lasting three or five minutes. They come on all 
at once, her neck, geems to draw back to her back. 
She gives two gallons of milk per day and is a strip- 
per. Her milk foams good when milking. We have 
stopped using the milk but continue to milk her. 
Should we use the milk? Mrs. A. C. 

REePLY.—The Kits may come either from indigestion 
or from some lesion: of the brain. If possible have 
her tested with tuberculin as her thinness may be 
due to tuberculosis. If free from that disease her milk 
may be used. Keep her off wild grass and out of tim- 
ber pasture. Give her one pound of epsom salts each 
time she has a fit. Administer it in three pints of 
warm water along with a tablespoonful of pewdered 
ginger root, a cupful of salt and a cupful of black- 
strap molasses. 


SWELLING.—We have a yearling colt that has a 
large puffed place on back, never noticed till it shedded 
off this spring. Place seems to be soft. Mrs. I. H. P. 

RepLy.—You do not say what™ part of the back is 
affected. On general principles we would advise you 
to clip off the hair and rub in a little iodine ointment 
each other day and stop for a time when skin be- 
comes irritated. 


LEAKING MILK.—I have a cow ten years old that 
has been fresh for four months. On grass she _ be- 
gan to lose her milk. She has large teats and they 
have large openings in them. M. S&S. 

REPLY.—Broad tapes or rubber bands sometimes are 
put around teats to prevent leaking. A better plan is 
to coat ends of teats with flexible collodion after each 
milking. 


SwWELLinGs.—I have a good milk cow about three 
quarters Jersey. She has had a large soft lump (larg- 
er than an egg) under her mouth, and has been hay- 
ing small lumps on her udder, at times near the teats, 
they come and go; she is in fine condition. Is there 
any harm in using the milk? I give it to the pigs. 
We have about twenty-five head of cattle. Should I 
isolate the cow? . This large lump has been on _ her 
about three months. M. BEB. B. 

RePLy.—The probabilities are that there is no con- 
tagious disease present and that the lumps are merely 
dropsical swellings. Still it would be best to decide 
the matter definitely by having her tested with tuber- 
culin. You possibly can have someone other than a 
veterinarian make the test for you as agricultural stu- 
dents often are attained to do such work. 


BLoop IN MILK.—I have a Jersey cow nine years 
old.- Recently -she began. to give bloody milk. She 
is in -good order, eats heartily and seems _perfect- 
ly well. Her wudder~is not sore or bruised, she 
has a cut or. scratch just behind her left front leg. 


ie oe) ee 

Repiy.—Sponge the tdder three times daily with 
cold water -and then with a lotion composed of two 
drams each of powdered alum and dilute sulphuric acid 
in a pint -of'cold water. The latter need be used but 
twice daily. In feed+-mix half a dram of dried sul- 
phate of iron night and morning, unless she is preg- 
nant. See that the udder is not bruised on unbedded 
floor, and that the milking is gently done. All milk 
utensils should be kept scrupulously clean and sealded 
and sundried, 


OVERHEATED MARE.—I have a mare that does not 
perspire enough and gets warm quickly when worked, 
even at light work. When the sun does not shine she 
is all right, but when the sun shines bright she is 
She eats well, and is in 
a good condition, not fretful or nervous. F. W. P. 

RepLy.—The mare no doubt has been overheated or 
suffered an attack of sunstreke or heat exhaustion 
and consequently never may be fit for hard work in hot 
weather. Keep her clipped. Feed oats and hay and 
do not allow grass or corn. Do not feed hay at noon and 
work her in the early morning and late afternoon. 
Shade her head when at work. 


ABSCESS.—I have a mare that has a hard swelling 
at one side of her udder, it gathers and breaks about | 
every two weeks and a milky fluid runs out. She had 
a colt last July; it seems to make the cords of her 
hind legs stiff. She is all right every other way; it 
seems worse when standing in the barn, have worked 
her all the summer, 

Repty.—An abscess has formed in the udder and 
pus comes from a fistulous opening. The mare should 
not be used for breeding purposes. It will be neces- 
the part freely and then once daily 
syringe out with a warm two per cent. solution of 
permanganate of potash or other suitable disinfect- 
ing solution prescribed by the veterinarian who per- 
forms the operation. It cannot safely be cut by the
